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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 7-17 and 21-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 7 the reference to the apparatus of previously cancelled claim 1 renders 
the claim indefinite. The examiner suggests eliminating the prepositional phrase "by 
using the apparatus of claim 1 

In claim 21 the reference to the apparatus of previously cancelled claim 18 
renders the claim indefinite. The examiner suggests eliminating the prepositional 
phrase "by using the apparatus of claim 18". 

2. Claims 7-17 and 21-31 are recites the limitation "...the long crucible... " in line 3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The examiner suggests changing "the" to "a".
